We celebrate First Holy Communion this Sunday. It is an exciting day! 
Do you remember the feelings of that day? The excitement of the young 
people helps us to recapture the reality of such an amazing gift. 

The Catechism of the Catholic Church describes the Eucharist as 
nourishment. "What material food produces in our bodily life. Holy 
Communion wonderfully achieves in our spiritual life" (CCC, 1392). 
Communion "with the flesh of the risen Christ" renews and increases in us 
the life of Christ. Eucharist is spiritual nourishment. Just as good healthy 
food energizes the physical body, so also pure spiritual food invigorates our 
spiritual life. 

Have you noticed how regular reception of the Eucharist strengthens your 
union with God? But when you drift from the Eucharist life with God 
wanes? Jesus says, "Whoever remains in me and I in him will bear much fruit, 
because without me, you can do nothing." Holy Communion is the surest way 
to "remain in him." 

When we feed on Christ, his power over sin flows through us. The 
catechism says that the Eucharist separates us from sin. "The Eucharist 
cannot unite us to Christ without at the same time cleansing us from past 
sins and preserving us from future sins" (CCC, 1393). I have experienced 
this often as a result of receiving Communion. As you come to Eucharist, 
how often do you pray for the grace to overcome a sinful heart? Or you 
might pray for the grace to forgive like Christ. At times, I pray that my heart 
will be freed from sin, or I ask that his love would guide me as I relate to 
others. 

"The Eucharist strengthens our charity . . . and this living charity wipes 
away venial sins " (CCC, 1394). It is a sacrament of healing and forgiveness. 
As we are more and more united to Christ, our friendship with him grows. 
His charity begins to control our hearts. It gives us the strength to fight off 
mortal sin. 

The catechism describes many other "fruits" of the Eucharist. Here is one 
more. "The Eucharist commits us to the poor. To receive the Body and 
Blood of Christ given up for us, we must recognize Christ in the poorest, his 
brethren" (CCC, 1397). This is a clear reference to the parable in Mt. 25 
where Jesus says that "whatever you do to the least of my brothers, you do 
to me." 

Young people are so excited to receive the risen Christ in the Eucharist. It 
takes a lifetime to understand and live this mystery. May their excitement 
help us recapture the beauty of this Easter mystery.
